Cosiiocton has a board of review. 
Just what a board of review is for is 
not clear to those who bare not Inves- 
tigated. 
There was some doubt as to the le- 
gality of appointing boards of review 
after the tirst Monday in June, the 
members of the state board of apprais- 
ers and assessors not knowing wheth- 
er they had a right to make such ap- 
pointments after tbe date given, it be- 
ing th» day fixed by the L.ongworth 
act for their first uieeiing. 
The Co- 
sbocton boara, however, was appoint- 
ed Monday so there could be no doubt 
of its legal standing. Attorney Gen- 
eral Sheets gave as bis opinion that 
boards of review can be appointed at 
any time. 
The cosbocton board consists of 


George A. Hay, W. M. Smith and 
George T. Ayers. 
Tbe board of review deals with im- 


portant matters connected with tax- 
es paid by the people of the city. 
It 
has nothing to do with boards of 
equalization appointed by council for 
a special purpose, but has general su- 
pervision over the work, of assessors 
r«r the ciCy. It is to be in session 
throughout tbe year instead of dar- 
ing stated periods as were tbe former 
city boards of equalization. 


The Columbus correspondent of tbe 
Cleveland I'luiu Jjtaler in touching on 
the subject says: 


"A hearing'on the Loogworth bill 


for the appointment of boards of re- 
view for cities will be set in a few 
days by the supreme court- The opin- 
ion is generally expressed among local 
attorneys that the court will knock 
out the law. 
One of the attorneys 


who will make an argument in support 
of the law said today: 
" 'Tom Johnson is certain to knock 
the law out. It cannot stand for five 
minutes in any court in the state. It 
will not stand for the reason t bat un- 
der it appointments are made by tbe 
state board uf appraisers and assessors 
it the whim of the county auditors, 
the board not being able to act unless 
the appointment is requested by the 
inditor." " 


The salary of the members of the 


board is fixed, according to the act, by 
the county commissioners. It is not 
to exceed £250 a month a member or 
00 a year. The auditor is secretary 
of the- boara at 25 a- day or about 81,- 
500 a year,, while the board has power 
o appoint clerks and messengers. The 
ward is to convene the first Monday 
n June and remain in session until 
;he first Monday of the following June. 
[f the limit of the law is followed the 
ocard will cost 310,300 a year in salar- 
es not. counting what clerks and mes- 
sengers, if any, are appointed.

The canal commission entered Co- 
shocion county today and will inspect 
the Ohio canal this afternoon and to- 
morrow. 


The commission is composed of Al. 
len W. Tburman, of Columbus: L. D. 
Hamlin, uf Klyria, and Chief Engiu 
cer Perkins, of the state board of pub- 
lic works. They were appointed b> 
Governor Nash to go over the canals 
of Ohio for the purpose of reporting 
on the advisability uf permanently re- 
taining the waterways. 
They have another duty to perform 


in tbat they must investigate the ex- 
tent of the use of water from the' ca 
nal as driving force for machinery in 
factories along its banks. 
It is tbat 


they are doing at present. Tney care- 
fu Hy record the number of factories 
tbe horse power developed in each 
and the number of employes at work. 
This feature of their work is looked 
upon as tbe most important since it 


H figure prominently in tbe final re- 


port. It will also sbow the revenues 
lerived from water power rights. 
Tbe commission was in Dresden 


,hLs morning, and after looking after 
the canal and factories in that place 
came north to Adams Mills and on to 
Roscoe. Tbey 
reached 
Roscoe in 
time to giance around tbe place and 
will come to Coshocton for the night. 
Superintendent G'eidel has the gen- 
letuen in charge, and tomorrow will 
show them the extensive water works 
about Rtwcoe and the factories. They 
will then go on to Newcomerstown 
vhere tk-jy will be met by W. G. 
lohnston. of Akron, and the entire 
party will proceed to Massiilon.

Teamstttrc* Strike. 


Chicago, June 3.—There were m\t- 


clashes^iere between the po- 
aud the striking tfeamsten 


tuui their ardent sympathizers. Th* 
most serious trouble occurred 
IB 


Crosby street, lit the district 
as "Little Hell." A detachment of po- 
licemen under command of Lieuten- 
ant Collins was escorting & number 
of wagons loaded with meat to the 
distributing stations down town, 
large crowd followed the 
shouting and jeering. The line oC 
wagons was frequently stopped by 
other teamsters, who 
would pull 


across the street just in the proper 
place to prevent the meat wagons 
from making any progress. Finally 
one teamster refused to pull his team 
out of the way. and the police placed 
him under arrest. 
In an Instant a 


shower of stones, mud and sticks fell 
around and upon the officers, bruising 
some of them badly. Lieutenant Col- 
Una ordered the march of the meat 
wagons to be stopped, and at once 
charged the crowd. The crowd re- 
fused to budge when the police came 
on. Fists, stones and clubs were 
brought Into requisition by the crowd, 
and the police used their batons and 
the butt ends of revolvers freely. 
When the fight was over there were 
a number of strikers needing surgical 
attention. Similar disorders occurred 
at Twelfth and State streets when an 
attempt was made to remove meat 
from the packing house plants. In 
each instance the police were forced 
to return the meat wagons to the 
barns. In all 30 arrests were made, 
and over a dozen persons injured. 


Medals For Soldiers. 


Washington. June 3. — Secretary 


Root has sent to the house committee 
on military affairs a draft of a bill 
providing an appropriation of (100.4V? 
to defray the cost of medals for offi- 
cers, soldiers and others who served 
In the 
Spanish-American war. the 


China relief expedition, the Philip- 
pine insurrection and other campaigns 
that may be undertaken in the future. 
This will put the soldiers on an equal- 
ity with the sailors, who are to be 
provided meoals under existing laws. 


Railroad Detective Shot. 


WInamac, Ind., June 3. — William 


Strahle of Logansport, a Panhandle 
railroad detective, was shot and fatal- 
ly wounded here by one of three men 
who got off a freight train as It stop- 
ped at a water tank. Strahle asked 
one of the men where he was from, 
and without answering the man pulled 
a revolver and fired, the bullet enter- 
ing Strahle's breast. The police have 
arrested two men, but the man who 
did the shooting escaped. 


Made Bogus Postal Card*. 


Chicago, June 3.—Louis Smith, who 


ran an establishment for making 
bogus postal cards that was the larg- 
est rival to the government printing 
office ever discovered, and who put 
millions of his counterfeit cards on 
the market, was sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary by Judge 
Kohisaat- The law permits a penalty 
of 20 years, but clemency was recom- 
mended by the postoffice department. 


As to Seals. 


Washington. June 3.—Representa- 


tive Tawney (Minn.) presented the re- 
port of the ways and means commit- 
tee favoring a reopening of the Bering 
sea seal negotiations with Great Brit- 
ain, with a view to securing the per- 
manent preservation of the seal herd, 
or else the destruction of the herd 
with the exception of a few for the 
preservation of the species. 


Knocked Out Early. 


Philadelphia. June 3.—Charlie 
Mc- 


Keever was practically knocked out 
by "Philadelphia" Jack O'Brien in the 
first round olHrhat was to have been 
a six-round bout at Industrial hall. 
Five seconds before the gong sounded 
O'Brien landed a right hook on the 
point of McKeever's jaw and the lat- 
ter was carried to -is corner. He still 
had five seconds in which to recover, 
but when time was called for the sec- 
ond round McKeever was unable to 
respond. The referee declared It a 
knockout. 


Tuberculosis Congress. 


Xew York. June 3.—The American 


Congress of Tuberculosis began Its 
third annual meeting here in joint 
session with the Medico-Legal society. 
The session will last three days. The 
delegates represent medical, legal and 
scientific bodies of the various states. 
Canada. Mexico and several of the 
Central and South American repub- 
lics. Dr. Henry L. Holton of Brattle- 
bom. Vt.. president of the American 
congress, read his annual address. He 
urged that the congress take steps to- 
ward the suppression of tuberculosis.
